Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connnnents: The microcapsules disclosed by US '352 were discussed. Mr. 
Hermanson argued that the microcapsules of the reference do not form a protective shell as instantly claimed and they 
may not be protecting cyanoacrylate from the premature polymerization. The examiner directed the attention of Mr. 
Hermanson that the claims recite microcapsules made from gelatin as disclosed by the reference, and the limitations of 
protective shell and prevention of premature polymerization are directed to intended use, and the microcapsules of the 
reference are used for the same purpose to protect against chemical reaction for prolonged time. The examiner 
suggested distinguishing the claimed microcapsules over those of the prior art. Patentability will be determined upon 
filing response . 
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
